Robert Short, Volunteer 
Pilot With Chinese, Shot 
Observer Before Being 
Brought Down. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Feb. 24.—The Kuo- 
min (Chinese) News Agency at 
Nanking said today that official 
Chinese sources had confirmed re- 
ports of the death of Robert Short, 
United States aviator serving with 
the Chinese Army, who was re- 
ported yesterday to have been shot 
down in flames at Soochow. 

The American, the agency said, 
volunteered for service with’ the 
Chinese air force a week ago and 
on Feb. 21 brought down a Japa- 
nese plane near Woosung in an 
engagement during which his own 
ship was riddled with bullets. 

The next day, flying a pursuit 
plane in the vicinity of Soochow, 
he spotted three Japanese bombers 
escorted by three pursuit ships. 
Short attacked the bombers and 
killed an observer, but before he 
could twist out of the way the 
three pursuit planes were on him 
and his ship came down in flames. 

The Chinese authorities have rec- 
ommended that he be given. the 
posthumous rank of Colonel in the 
Chinese Army and that he be 
buried with military honors. 

Short was Second Lieutenant in 
the United States Army Air Re- 
serve Corps, but before he received 


that commission he was refused 
graduation from the Army Air 
School at Riverside, Cal., for 


stunting in violation of the school 
regulations. 

The Army records give his birth- 
place as Aberdeen, Wash., and his 
age as 28. His family lives in Ta- 
coma, Wash. 

It. was learned here today that 
Japanese authorities planned to 
lodge a protest with the United 
States Government over the case 
of Short. 


T. V. Soong, former Finance Min-. 


ister of the Chinese Nationalist 
Government, said today he was tel- 
egraphing the mother of Short, 
asking her to allow her son tobe 
buried in China. The National Gov- 
ernment, he added, would inform 
Short’s mother that it was appre- 
ciative of what her son had tried 
to do for China and regretful of 
the fatal outcome. 

Short had been employed by the 
L. E. Gale Co., American im- 
porters of Boeing airplanes, one 
of which he recently delivered to 
the Chinese Government at Nan- 


king.

(This would bring the total Jap- 
anese force at Shanghai to upwards 
of 85,000 men.) 

He saic China’s army was able 
to resist the Japanese attack for 


“a long time to come,” and the ap- 
pearance of the Chinese soldiers in 
their almost bomb proof maze of 


trenches stretching for miles gave’ 


some indYéation < at his estimate 
might be correct. 

“Tell the world the truth,” he 
said to the newspaper men, who 
were invited to hiS headquarters to 
be guests at a “tea’’ conference, 
“my army could force the Japanese 
out of Chinese territory quickly, 
but we ..re not taking the cffensive 
because we want peace and we 
want to preserve the : eutrality’ of 
the International Settlement.” 

The newspaper men were invited 
to tea by Gen. Tsai at his headquar- 
ters at Chenju, five miles behind 
the Chinese lines, after the Jap- 
anese army had canceled all passes 
to go ithin its lines during the 
day. 

“Japanese May Win.” 

“The Japanese may win after a 
long fight,’’ he said. “but we will 
be winners in principle. We wil! 
resist to the last bullet ani to the 
last minute.” 

The newspaper men were escort- 
ed from Shanghai through the Chi- 
nese defenses by officers of Gen. 
Tsai’s staff. As they neared the 
General’s headquarters, three Jap- 
anese airplanes appeared overhead. 
The procession of motor crrs Was 
forced to stop as the Chinese sol- 
diers rose “*sm tren es and dug- 
outs along the road and began 
shooting at the airplanes. The ap- 
prehensive scribes puured out of 
their automobiles and “spotted” 
nearby mudholes and ditches which 
might offer’a refuge in case of a 
bombing. The planes passed over, 
however, and began strafing the 
nearby Chinese positions with ma- 
chine gun fire. 

Gen. Tsai received his guests at 
a converted villa. While the corre- 
spondents gathered about the wood 
stove in the room which had once 
been the villa’s parlor, the young 
poet-commander apologized  be- 
cause he actually had no tea to 
offer. The correspondents asked 
where the entrance to the General's 
bombproof cellar could bs reached. 
He gave this information and then 
discussed Japanese military meth- 
ods. 

“Unfortunately,” he said, “this 
is not a war of army against army. 
The Japanese have chosen to at- 
tack women and children, too. The 
cruel and inhuman acts of the 
Japanese in dropping bombs. on 
helpless civilians are a violation of 
the principles of international war- 
fare. Their bombs killed few sol- 
diers, but since the attack began 
four days ago 5500 civilians have 
been killed or wounded. The sol- 
diers have trenches and dugouts, 
but the civilians have been unable 
to escape the bombs, shells and 
bullets, 

Will Resist to Limit. 

“The life or death of the Chi- 
nese Republic depends upon the 
battle we are'putting up. The Jap- 
anese may drive us back, but we 
will resist. to the limit of our 
strength. We will not take the 
offensive because we are not fight- 
ing a bloody war and we do not 
want to violate the International 
Settlement.” 

He attacked the issuance by the 
Japanese commander, Lieutenant- 
Genera!’ Kenkichi Uyeda, of the ul- 
timatum at Shanghai. “Gen, Uyeda 
may be a good soldier.” he said, 
“but he doesn’t know military prin- 
ciples. There is no such thing as 
one General presenting an ultima- 
tum to another, such things are 
done through governments. 

“The Nineteenth Army has the 
Chinese Government, the Chinese 
people and every other Chinese ar- 
my behind it. General Chiang Kai- 
shek is my master and many of his 
soldiers are fighting beside my men. 

“The Japanese are waiting for 
new troops. There are 60,000 more 
Japanese soldiers coming. While all 
the world wants peace, the Japa- 
nese are fighting China in violation 
of the League Covenant and the 
Nine-Power Treaty. We must re- 
sist invasion. China Is united, and 
we are prepared for this war to 
last a long time.” 

Intricate Trench System. 

General Tsai then led his guests 
into a trampled garden, where he 
joined them in refreshments, posed 
for pictures and answered ques- 
tions. On the way back to Shang- 
hai the newspaper men were given 
an opportunity to inspect a portion

Dore has been promi. ent in re- 
cent years as defense attorney in 
many murder cases in the North- 
west. He has -on fights carried 
by the State Bar Examiners to the 
Supreme Court to disbar him on 
two different occasions. Repute. - 
ly wealthy, he ran unsuccessfully 
for Prosecuting Attorney at the last 
election, after offering to serve 
without pay if elected.

POLICY ON INTEREST 
‘HIGHLY IMPROPER’ 


Accused Official Said This 
‘Long Continued Prac- 
tice’ Was Followed by Al 
Smith.

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Democratic 
Governor of New York, today re- 
moved from office Sheriff Thomas 
M. Farley, district leader of Tam- 
many Hall. 

The Governor said he was not 
satisfied with Farley’s explanation 
of his income, and it was mainly 
on this ground that he removed 
him. The income, as charged by 
Samuel Seabury, counsel] for the 


legislative committee investigating 
the city’s administration, related 
primarily to Farley's “‘wonderful 
tin box,” in which the Sheriff de- 
posited $390,000 over a period of a 
few years. 

Although he did not base his 
removal order on Farley’s personal 
appropriation of interest on funds 
of litigants, the Governor criti- 
cised this “highly improper prac- 
tice,” which had been “long con- 
tinued.”’ 

“A Positive Public Duty.” 

In specifically citing his reason 
for removing Farley on the unex- 
plained income charge, the Gover- 
nor turned back to a statement 
made by the executive in the hear- 
ing given Farley. He said: “As a 
matter of general sound public pol- 
icy, I am very certain under inquiry 
that there is a requirement that 
where a public official is under in- 
quiry or investigation, especially an 
elected public official, and it ap- 
pears that his scale of living, or the 
total of his bank deposits, far ex- 
ceeds the public salary which he is 
known to receive, he, the elected 
public official, owes a positive pub- 
lic duty to the community to give a 
reasonable or creditable explana- 
tion of the sources of the deposits, 
or the source which enables him to 
maintain a scale of living beyond 
the amount of his salary. 

“While this rule may seem to be 
an enlargement of any previous 
ruling py a Governor of this State, 
it is time, I believe, that the stand- 
ard of the conduct of public offi- 
cers be put on a plane of personal 
as well as official honesty and that 
therefore there is a positive duty on 
the part of the public official to 
explain matters which arise on an 
inquiry which involves the expendi- 
ture or the depositing of large sums 
of money.” 

Farley has long been a power in 
Tammany, and came into national 
notice as one of the targets of Sam- 
uel Seabury’s verbal fire in the 
Hofstadter Legislative Committee’s 
inquiry into alleged corruption in 
New York City affairs. 

The “Wonderful Tin Box.” 

Under examination by Seabury, 
chief counsel to the committee, 
Farley testified in New York last 
Oct. 6 that he had deposited $362,- 
500 in various banks between 1925 
and 1930, although his highest sal- 
ary during that period was $15,000. 
He explained some of the deposits, 
showing that they were redeposits 
of the same money, withdrawn to 
make loans. But the bulk of the 
great amount remained unex- 
plained, Farley only saying that he 
took it out of his tin box. 

“That must have been a wonder- 
ful tin box,” Seabury exclaimed. “A 
wonderful tin box,” Farley agreed, 
but had no explanation to offer as 
to the source of its supply. 

Interest Money to Sheriff. 

During subsequent examination 
of Charles W. Culkin, predecessor 
of Farley as Sheriff, it was brought

‘out that Culkin had retained for 


himself the interest on litigants’ 
funds placed with him for keeping. 
Farley was recalled to determine if 
he had been following the same 
course. 

The Sheriff told Seabury that 
when he read about Culkin’s action

GUNFEREES AGREE 
UN MEASURE FOR 
UREDIT EXPANSION 


Rediscounting Privileges to 
Be Extended to Banks 
Capitalized at Less Than 
$5,000,000. 


_By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Senate 
and tlouse conferees reached an 
agreement today on the final terms 
of the Glass-Steagall credit expan- 
sion bill. 

A compromise Was reached 
whereby the emergency rediscount- 
ing privilege allowed by the bill 
would be extended to all banks of 
less than $5,000,000 capitalization. 

It was agreed also to make the 
emergency provisions for one year, 
rather than for two, as provided 
by the Senate. 

The provision allowing banks in 
groups of five to obtain special re- 
discounting privileges from the 
Federal Reserve System was made 
permanent rather than for one 
year as provided by the House, 

In allowing banks of less than 
$5,000,000 capitalization to obtain 
special rediscounting privileges for 
one year at the Federal Reserve, 
the legislation excludes only 62 of 
the 7600 member banks of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System. 

Conferees were unanimous in 
their decision and the compromise 
bill will be taken before the Senate 
and House for final action immedli- 
ately. 


SENATE GROUP APPROVES BILL 
TO CUT FARM BOARD SALARIES

Judge Pearcy called the jury 
in at 4:10 and asked if it had 
arrived at any verdict, The fore- 
man replied they had not, and 
stood divided, seven to five.

The foreman said he did not 
believe they would be able to ar- 
rive at a verdict, and Judge Pear- 
cy ordered them to continu their

The jury which heard the evi- 
dence against Paul A. Richards, 31- 
year-old lawyer on trial for eight 
days charged with kidnaping for 
ransom in the Alexander Berg ab- 
duction case, was not able to re- 
port when Circuit Judge Pearcy 
convened court at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

At 4 p. m. the jurors had been 
out 23 hours. They took an hour 
for luncheon, being escorted to a 
nearby restaurant by bailiffs. 

The panel began consideration of 
the case at 5 p. m. yesterday. Judge 
Pearcy told reporters he. would 
hold the jury all day in the hope 
it would report a verdict. 

In his closing statement the Cir- 
cuit Attorney told the jury he did 
not ask the death penalty for Rich- 
ards, but that “a substantial pun- 
ishment should be assessed as a 
warning to others whom greed for 
money might lead into crime.” 

Jury Called in by Judge. 

The jury remained in its quarters 
for more than an hour after it had 
retired last night, then went out 
to supper about 6:30, accompanied 
by its custodians. Judge Pearcy, 
who had left the building, returned 
to his office at 9 p. m. to await 
word from the panel.

INCREASED CITY AUTO LICENSE 
FEE IN EFFECT ON FRIDAY 


So Far 65,000 Tags Have Been Pur- 
chased Under Old Rate; Last 
Year’s Total 148,388. 

The new city ordinance affecting 
city automobile license fees will 
become effective Friday, increasing 
rates for both pleasure and com- 
mercial vehicles and taxing trailers 
and semi-trailers, which heretofore 
have not been taxed. 

The increase is 50 cents for each 
license. for pleasure vehicles, 50 
cents to $2 on commercial vehicles, 
depending on tonnage capacity, and 
$1.75 to $6 for trailers and 87 cents 
to $3 for other vehicles of the 
trailer type. 

The fact that the oid rates have 
been in effect up to the present 
has led to purchase of 65,000 li- 
cense tags so far, about 14,000 more 
than were bought in the corre- 
sponding period in 1931.

for Children, 


Always the Victims of War 


President of Conference Says Reports From 
China Show Terribleness of Conflict 
“We Are Seeking to Prevent.” 


By the Assoviated Pre 
ENEVA, Feb. 4. —Arthur Hen- 


derson of Great Britain, president 
of the world disarmament confer- 
ence, today made an eloquent ap- 
peal in behalf of the children of 
the world who, he said, were al- 
ways the victims of war. 

Henderson's address marked the 
closing of general discussions at 
the conference. 

Many millions of children were 
sacrificed behind the lines in the 
World War, he said, to tubercu- 
losis, rickets and other diseases 
which ruthlessly destroyed a ris- 
ing generation. 

“War will inevitably always out- 
rage and destroy the children,”’ 
Henderson declared, quoting John 
Galsworthy, British novelist and 
playwright. 

Henderson Hopeful. 

The debate, Henderson said, dis- 
closed both the forn idable nature 
of the task before the conference 
and the common desire to achieve 
success Which gave rise to some de- 
‘zree of confidence. The speeches 
by 50 delegates, he said, disclosed 
a great variety of plans favored by 
the various Governments but he 
regarded this as quite natural in 
view of the varfed political and 
geographical conditions of the par- 
ticipating countries. : 

“The telegraphic reports from 
the far East.” he said, “show us 
the magnitude of the work before 
us and the terribleness of the war 
we are seeking to prevent. 

“The debate has shown no fun- 
damental objections to the draft 
convention, however much some 
may dislike it. The principle of 
‘imitation of armament and inter- 
national supervision has been def- 
initely accepted. The principle of 
the necessity for restricting the 
more powerful offensive weapons 


is. virtually agreed upon. It has 
been unanimously agreed that the 
community of nations must take 
steps to solve the armaments prob- 
lem.” 


Considers French Proposal, 


Henderson referred to the 
French proposal for an interna- 
tional armed force under the 
League as one of the most import- 
ant and most difficult problems 
the conference must solve. wa 
would indeed be a pathetic situa- 
tion,”’ he said,,“‘if after the nations 
have outlawed war by the Kellogg 
pact, the conference should set- 
tle down merely to determine rules 
for conducting war. 

“The task of the conference, now 
that general debate has ended, 
looms very large. The whole prob- 
lem of security has been set out 
very closely as a corollary to dis- 
armament and we owe much to 
the Frerch and other delegations 
for making this problem clear. 
Our work is begun in excellent 
spirit but the task before us is iong 
and tedious, requiring great pa- 
tience and we shall encounter ereat 
difficulties, both technical and po- 
litical.”’ 

Germany today accepted the 
draft convention of the preliminary 
disarmament commission as the 
general framework for the discus- 
sions of the conference, thus post- 
poning one of the most stubborn 
conflicts which confronted the del- 
egates. 

Narciso Garay, delegate froin 
Panama, said Panama was integ- 
rally disarmed “not as a result of 
treaties but spontaneously and in 
exercise of our sovereign will.’ His 
country suppressed its army 13 
years ago, he added, retaining only 
a police force, and applied the sav- 
ing to education and public works.

Conferees Balked by Question

LONDON, Feb. 24.—The Work- 
ing Commiftee of the Indian round 
table conference, established under 
Viceroy Lord Willingdon of India, 
has failed to reach any agreement 


on the difficult minorities problem 
which stands in the way of self- 
gcvernment for India and has 
turned it back to the British. Gov- 
ernment. 

The minorities problem concerns 
the relations between the commu- 
nities in India, such as the Hindus 
and Mostems, and is one aspect of 
the difficulties in working out de- 
tails of the proposed new Constitu- 
tion for India. 

Tonfessing its failure to reach 
an agreement, the Working Com- 
mittee, which has been continuing 
its labors in India, has asked Prime 
Minister MacDonald to issue a dec- 
laration on the problem. The Gov- 
ernment has held to the view that 
the communal problem is one 
which the Indians, if they desire 
to govern themselves. must eventu- 
ally settle between themselves, 

The Working Committee is going 
ahead with others of the Indian 
problems on which it is to report 
as the next step toward setting up 
the new Constitution. 

It has decided to formulate a 
statement of “fundamental rights,” 
says a dispatch from New Delhi, 
and made a start on this with the 
dcclaration that all men will he 
equal before the law and will he 
guaranteed the equivalent to the 
right of habeas corpus. Another 
declaration is that the Indian state 
as such has no religion.

Naval Committee Declares 
Such Action ‘Will Have 
Stabilizing Ef fect on 
World Affairs.’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The 
Senate Naval Committee reported 
to the Senate today that enactment 
of legislation to build the navy to 
the full strength allowed by the 


London treaty “will hawe a stabiliz- 
ing effect on world affairs.” 

The committee’s favorable report 
on the bill to bring the navy up to 
treaty strength was submitted by 
Chairman Hale (Rep.), Maine, au- 
thor of the measure. 

“We believe,” it said, “it is im- 
perative that the United States au- 
thorize a building program at this 
time and thus give notice to the 
world that we intend to maintain 
the ratios established by the Wash- 
ington and London treaties. 

“It is believed that enactment of 
the bill into law will have a sta- 
bilizing effect on world affairs; it 
will signify that the United States 
intends to build up its navy if 
other nations build up theirs; it 
will put us in a better bargaining 
position in negotiations seeking fur- 
ther disarmament and our influ- 
ence to bring about further dis- 
armament, rather than being les- 
sened by lack of a building pro- 
gram, will be enhanced. 


“The testimony shows nothing to 
lead the committee to believe that 
the other naval powers of the 
world intend to curtail their build- 
ing programs in the slightest de- 
gree. 

“Practical necessity, we believe, 
demands that the United States 
take full advantage of the privi- 
leges accorded by the London 
treaty.” 

The report said testimony before 
the committee showed “that our 
navy is rapidly becoming a navy of 
obsolete ships, and will in the near 
future be entirely inadequate prop- 
erly to protect our country, our 
foreign trade, our foreign posses- 
sions and our citizens at home and 
abroad.” 

Japan, the report said, had ap- 
proved and appropriated for a 
building program which would 
bring her navy up to full treaty 
strength by 1936 except for one 
aircraft carrier and six destroyers.

Explaining the exemption of coal 
and coke from the payment of du- 
ties, the Chancellor said that al- 
though they were not imported in 
any great quantity there was a pro- 
vision in the United States that 
where these articles were subject to 
an import duty in any country 
there should be a countervailing 
duty on that country’s exports to 
the United States. 

“As Great Britain exported a 
certain amount of coal to America, 
the Government thought it desira- 
ble to put coal and coke on the 
free list. 

The exemption of corn would 
cost the Government a revenue of 
£1,000,000 (about $3,440,000 at the 
current rate of exchange) in im- 
port duties from Argentina alone. 

A standard price of 10 shillings 
a hundredweight would be guar- 
anteed to wheat growers inthe 
British Isles under the Govern- 
ment’s wheat quota bill. 

(Under the present rate of ex- 
change the quota price for British 
wheat growers would be $1.03% a 
bushel under the proposed quota 
‘bill. March futurés were selling on 
the Liverpool Exchange today at 
67% a bushel.) 

The Government hoped through 
this measure to bring back into 
wheat cultivation land which for- 
merly was devoted to that purpose, 
but which. since the war, has 
shrunk by 14,000,000 acres.

was, it has not prevented the rise and spread of the 
pension virus. In 1924 this took the form of the 
Adjusted Compensation Act, by which certificates with 
a maturity value of some $3,500,000,000 were issued, 
payable in 20 years. Whatever justification there may 
have been for this, it was followed by other legisla- 
tion of graver import. For example, men who con- 
tracted certain ailments prior to Jan. 1, 1925, were 
presumed to have acquired them in the service and 
were declared entitled to disability benefits. 
That provision discarded in part the safeguard that 
the Government is responsible only for injuries or 
sickness incurred in war and paved the way for the 
act of July 3, 1930. This legislation authorized pay- 
ments to veterans suffering a 25 per cent disability 
not acquired through war service, provided they were 
not eligible to pay a Federal income tax for the year 
prior to the date of application. It is difficult to 
distinguish any difference in principle between this 
legislation and the outright Civil War pensions. 
Another respect in which the Government has been 
overly generous at the expense of the taxpayers is in 
making hospitalization available to all. veterans re- 
gardless of the origin of their ills. The cost to the 
Government of maintaining a huge and expanding 
hospital system is, of course, enormous, and will be- 
come a greater burden with the years unless the hos- 
pital facilities are closed to those who are not en- 
titled to them. 
In 1931, under pressure of general economic dis- 
tress, Congress authorized holders of adjusted com- 
pensation certificates to borrow on them 50 per cent 
of their face value. Some $1,200,000,000 has been 
lent. There is now a movement to ask the Govern- 
ment to pay the certificates in full, which would in- 
volve raising more than two billion dollars more. 
Gen. Hines told the American Legion last fall that 
more than 300,000 veterans are receiving benefits for 
disabilities arising from war; so are 141,000 de- 
pendents of veterans.who died during service or 
since of service-connected disabilities; over 250,000 
veterans whose disabilities are not shown to have a 
war origin are being paid; and, finally, 466,000. vet- 
erans and dependents of previous wars are receiving 
pensions. Thus, more than a million\persons, a large 
proportion of whom have no semblance of claim for 
Government aid, are being partially or ‘completely 
supported by the taxpayers.

The labor leaders’ interest in the 
project is that it will provide work for men now 
unemployed. We commend the Mayor for his po- 
sition.”

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JAPAN AND CHINA. 

After five days of the offensive at Shanghai, the 
Japanese find themselves about where they started 
and in need of more troops. The Chinese resistance 
has stiffened surprisingly, and foreign military ob- 
servers are of the opinion that the Japanese offensive 
is spent. | : 
Of course, this is not a war. No declaration of war 
has been made upon either side, nor has either re- 
called its diplomats. . Nevertheless, the two nations 
are fighting, arms and munitions are being hurried 
to the scene of action, wounded soldiers are being 
carried in from the field, men are dying in the 
trenches, and all the phenomena of actual warfare 
are present. The concern of the rest of the world 
is just as great as if all the usual preliminaries had 
preceded the conflict and war had been declared by 
both the Chinese and Japanese governments. The 
repercussions extend to most of the capitals of the 
world. They have particularly aroused the League 
of Nations at Geneva and the Russian Government at 
Moscow. The widespread fear that the trouble be- 
tween Japan and China might result in a general 
Oriental conflagration is perhaps even greater at 
the moment than at any time heretofore. 
All hope that the Powers might exert restraint 
upon Japan has been abandoned. A world which 
lives in a glass house ig in no position to throw 
stones. The Japanese are doing only what the mili- 
tarists of other empires have done when they climbed 
into the saddle, and their operation seems to us to 
differ from those usual to history only in its peculiar 
peril to Japan. She is making war upon the most 
inert of all national masses, as well as the greatest. 
It is possible that she may be the means of awak- 
ening China and giving to her what China could not 
achieve for herself—that is, political solidarity. There 
are signs in the news that this process is already 
under way. Some of the wounded brought fn from 
the battlefield outside of Shanghai are soldiers from 
Canton. The Chinese forces at Shanghai are being 
aided by German military strategists. Napoleon said 
that when China wakes up she will move the world, 
and unless we are mistaken this is what is about to 
happen. Divided as the Chinese are, and arrayed 
against one anothe: in contentious political blocs by 
their rival war lords, it is still true that they have 
a common enemy in Japan. cera 
In our judgment, the Japanese had better take time 
out to think this over. Theirs is a much greater mil- 
itary power than China. They have a better equipped, 
better gunned and better officered army. Yet it is not 
certain that even the Japanese Army could ultimately 
conquer China. There are 400,000,000 Chinese. They 
have been imposed upon by the rest of the world 
until their resentment has given them strength. It 
is conceivable that the impositions upon the old 
China have been the making of the new. The Jap- 
anese can easily hold Manchuria against the China 
of today. They may be able, as they have announced 
it is their intention to do, to establish neutral areas 
about the principal Chinese cities. Whether they 
would be able to hold either objective against a unit- 
ed China—a China rousing, like the giant refreshed, 
from the slumber of centuries—is a very grave ques- 
tion which Japan might very well meditate upon be- 
fore she goes too far. 
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A SURPRISING DECISION. 
In a surprising decision, Circuit Judge Hamilton 
upheld the awards for’two pieces of property neces- 
sary for the construction of the Hall’s Ferry-Goodfel- 
low traffic circle.

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AN OBJECT LESSON IN BANKING.

The Japanese Aggression 


GENEVA, Feb. 23 (by cable). 

AST week the 12 Governments repre- 
L sented on the Council of the League 

subscribed to the principle laid down in 
the American note of Jan. 7. They de- 
clared that they will not recognize as valid 
new titles and new treaties brought into ex- 
istence by violation of existing treaties, such 
as the pact of Paris, the Covenant of the 
League and the Nine-Power Treaty. These 
declarations may conceivably amount to 
nothing. But it is just. possible that they 
tnay mark one of the great moments in the 
evolution of international law. 

The position in which we find ourselves is 
this: .It has been demonstrated that as the 
world is now organized the power does not 
exist to prevent or restrain a determined ag- 
gression like that of Japan in Manchuria. 
The Far East is a peculiarly difficult case. 
The lack of a strong government in China, 
the power of the military caste in Japan, 
the isolation of the Orient from the influ- 
ences of Western conceptions of law. the 
lack of effective co-operation by Russia and 
the United States with organized interna- 
tional society combine to make ineffective 
in the Orjent the ideal of the prevention of 
war. Thus there hag been war in the Orient, 
and in respect.to Manchuria the Japanese 
are completely victorious. There is no pos- 
sibility of dénying it. 

Nevertheless, the Western nations, while 
admitting they cannot halt the Japanese 
Army, have now declared they will not rec-. 
ognize its achievements. Is this important 
orvis it not? No one can say with cer- 
tainty. But if the principle we have an- 
nounced is firmly adhered to, much might 
come of it. : 

For when-the fighting is over, there must 
be a treaty, and if this treaty is not recog- 
nized as valid by the world, it will be from 
the Japanese point-.of view 4 rather useless 
treaty. The acts of the puppet governiment 
in Manchuria will be invalid. Its laws will 
have no force. Any titles to property which 
it may grant will be tainted. Investments

in Manchuria will have no standing in any 
court of law, and no one who buys a bond 
or sells or buys goods will have any rights 
which any Western government will uphold. 
The Manchurian empire of Japan will have 
to depend upon Japan’s Own resources for 
its development. Moreover, the stability of 
that empire will continually be threatened. 
For even if a Chinese government now sur- 
rendered and signed what Japan demards, 
its signature would be valueless and suc- 
ceeding Chinese governments would be enti- 
tled to repudiate it. 

Thus if the objective of the Japanese is to 
impose peace and order on Manchuria, they 
will fail if the workd adheres to the princi- 
ple it has announced. They can conquer 
Manchuria; indeed, they have conquered it, 
but what they hold is 80mething they cannot 
consolidate. They aré condemned to uncer- 
tainty and to turbulence as long as they re- 
main in Manchuria in defiance of their 
treaty obligations. 

It will require determination by the Pow- 
ers to uphold their principle. It will require 
disinteresgtedness, for Japan will offer temp- 
tations to investors and traders. It will re- 
quire unity among the Powers and a very 
well informed public opinion. But if the 
principle is upheld, the world may yet make 
a victory out of its present humiliation and 
defeat. It will have gone 2 long way toward 
making aggression unprofitable and, as 

, against the immediate triumph of military 
force, it will have vindicated the efficacy of 
law. 

The principle of the note of Jan. 7 is that 
illegal force can no longer establish legal 
rights. In past, the use of force has been 
legal and its results have been recognized. 
In the post-war world, military force used 
as an instrument of national policy is tllegal 
and its resulta are therefore invalid. That 
is where we stand today, we and all the 
Powers except Japan. The event will show 
whether we can make good our declarat'on, 
whether in the long run law can be vindl- 
cated against force.

Seeking an Investor’s Millennium 


S is usual, following a large decline in 
A security prices, agitation for more 

stringent blue sky laws has broken out-~ 
in many places. The driving impulse be- 
hind it: seems to be an idea that somehow 
or other it.is possible to make some kind of 
“pure securities” law which will prevent 
the sale to investors of anything but “sound” 
securities. The aim is that no securities 
Shall be sold without a certificate from the 
state as to their “Value’—but without any 
liability on the part of the state to the in- 
vestor if the investment goes wrong. Con- 
gressman Sabath of Illinois is entitled to 
the digtinction of having proposed perhaps 
the ultimate absurdity in blue sky legisla- 
tion by the National Government, and he is 
entitled, therefore, to a niche'in the record. 
His proposal is engagingly simple. It is 
that a commission of three be appointed “to 
pass upon all stock issues, whether ‘listed 
on any stock exchange or not, and to as- 
certain whether or not the floating and sell- 
ing of such isshes is compatible with the 
national interests.” For a real parallel to 
this proposal, one must go back to Anach- 
arsis Clootz of French revolutionary times, 
who offered as his “way out” of the peo- 
ple’s troubles the “immediate arrest of all 
knaves and cowards.”

All attempts 
to go far beyond this are doomed to ship- 
wreck sooner or later, for either they do 
not accomplish the desired results or they 
prevent altogether the issue of securities. 

There is no substitute for intelligence on 
the part of the investor, and no permanent 
guaranty of “value” in an investment, how- 
ever “sound” it may be when offered to the 
public, All attempts by the state to supply 
either are doomed to failure.

The doctor told Mrs. Mooney be- 
fore she left San Francisco last 
Saturday night that to make this 
journey to attend a mass meeting 
of Tom Mooney sympathizers in 
New York tonight might cost her 
her life. Mrs. Mooney is 84 years 
old and is suffering from heart 
trouble. 

“But when John and Anne— 
that’s my other son and my daugh- 
ter—said it might help to get Tom 
out of San Quentin if I came,” she 


said today, “I got up out of bed 
and I came.” 

In only one respect did “Moth- 
er’’ Mooney fail the friends of her 
son. She was supposed to speak 


tonight at the mass meeting in the 
Bronx, to be held simultaneously 
with other Mooney meetings Il 
over the country. Mrs. Mooney re- 
fused to make a speech. 

“I can’t make a speech,” she 
said. “I couldn't talk—I'm too 
nervous.” : 

A statement was prepared and 
this was to be read on her behaift 
at the meeting. ? 

Having traveled alone as far as 
Chicago, Mrs. Mooney was grevied 
by an enthusiastic crowd of about 
200 Mooney sympathizers when 
she arrived here. She was s0 
tired that she had to rest at her 
hotel for several hours before she 
could grant an interview. 

“They tell me,” she said, “that 
it looks petter for Tom now than 
ever before. In March, they say, 
Gov. Rolph (of California) ‘s g0- 
ing to give his decision. It’s been 
a-long, long time. 

“I saw Tom two weeks ago. He 
didn’t know then that I was com- 
ing to New York, but he seemed 
very hopeful.” 

Mrs. Mooney was born in County 
Mayo, Ireland, and came to this 
country wWhen she was 17. Her 
husband was a coal miner in In- 
diana. He died’ 40 years ago, when 
John and Anne and Tom were 
children.

The bill reported today is the 
higgest regular appropriation rmeas- 
ure and $1,059,098,000 has been sect 
aside to operate the Treasury and 
Postoffice Departments, and $1,- 
161,687,000 for public: debt retire- 
ment, interest and other permanent 
Outlays. These amounts total near- 
ly half of the $4,600,000,000 bud- 
get submitted by President Hoover. 

The Postoffice Department re- 
ceived $805,586,000, or $7,972,000 
below the budget and $37,297,000 
less than this year. The Treasury 
was allowed $254,311,000 or $14,- 
704,000 less than the budget and 
$7,391,000 below current outlays. 
The Democrats effected a net 2 per 
cent savings in the direct appro- 
priation measure. 

An increase of $118,666,000 in 
the permanent outlays was caused 
largely by increases to $426,489,000 
in the sinking fund to retire the 
public debt, and to $640,000,000 in 
interest, and by $69,000,000 
charged off on cash payments by 
foreign governments.

St. Louisans on the Radio 


Many Local Entertain- 
ers Have Won Fame 
on the Air. 


their radios, there is always a 

strong likelihood that they will 
hear an entertainment provided by 
a former fellow citizen, for St 
Louis was the birthplace or the for- 
mer home of a large number of 
those now well known in broad- 
casting circles. Some among the 
most popular entertainers had 
their start in this city, or at least 
advanced far along the way to a 
reputation. 

Aileen Clark, for instance, noted 
as a singer, was born in St. Louis, 
attended high school and Wash- 
ington University here, and made 
her debut with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra when 17 years 
old. Gene Rodemich, a native St. 
Louisan, made his reputation here 
as an orchestra leader; Charles 
Previn for four seasons was con- 
ductor of the Municipal Opera Or- 
chestra, and for several years, until 
he returned to the East in 1929, 
he conducted the orchestra at a 
local movie theater; W. G. ‘Gus” 
Haenschen graduated from Wash- 
ington University and worked with 
Rodemich in arranging for orches- 
tras at private affairs. 


Many others can be listed. Irene 
Taylor is a native St. Louisan; Jane 
Froman lived here for _ several 
years; Oliver Smith, born near De 
Soto, Mo., attended school here; 
Fred and Gordon Vandover, mem- 
bers of a vocal trio, worked in a 
St. Louis hotel before getting on 
the air; Irene Taylor, blues singer, 
is a native of St. Louis. 


Gene Rodemich, the son of Dr. 
Henry Rodemich, earned the name 
of “the Ragtime Paderewski” be- 
cause of his talent for syncopation, 
during his youthful career in St. 
Louis, His father was a capable 
violinist, and Gene for eight years 
studied the piano and organ under 
Louis Hammerstein, former organ- 
ist at Temple Israel, with the hope 
of being a concert pianist. But the 
necessity of making a living sub- 
ordinated classical music to the 
more popular ragtime, and Rode- 
mich .began to make a reputation. 
One of his first jobs was as pianist 
on the Governor's boat which ac- 
companied President Taft down the 
Mississippi River in 1909, and then 
he was a musician in Chicago for 
two years. Later, on his return to 
St. Louis, for several years he ar- 
ranged music for private parties, 
assisted, by Gus Haenschen, and 
then organized an orchestra of his 


own. 
T mene the chief of which was 
that of regular conductor at the 
New Grand Central Theater, with 
a reputation enhanced by the mak- 
ing of phonograph records. Eight 
Or 10 years ago, in St. Louis, his 
income was as much as $18,000 a 
year. By that time he had pro- 
gressed from ragtime to jazz, in 
Which he was so successful that he 
went East, and was in demand to 
broadcast. 


Charles Previn started his musi- 
cal career in New York theaters, 
and came to St. Louis to conduct 
the Municipal Opera orchestra 
from a Ziegfeld show. He was 
known as the scoreless conductor 
from his habit of conducting dight 
opera music from memory, during 
his stay at the Municipal Opera 
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GUSTAVE HAENSCHEN 


from 1922 to 1926. In the latter 
year he resigned from the opera, 
and took charge of the orchestra 
at the Missouri Theater. In 1929 
he was transferred to a theater in 
Philadelphia, later stepping into 
broadcasting.

HERE is on record a diverting 
T ve of correspondence ex- 

changed between the great Ger- 
man poet Goethe, and Frau von 
Stein, a lady of the court. 

Frau von Stein complained. to 
Goethe of many things, including 
certain slights she suffered at the 
hands of the poet. 

Goethe, with remarkable, but no 
doubt studied obtuseness. replied 
that her temperamental bilidusness 
was due to her addiction to coffee, 
and he advised her to give up this 
beverage. 

Coffee has been blamed 
many things. In 
however, as many groundless 
claims have been made on its be- 
half. 

Millions of pounds of coffee are 
consumed in the United States 
every year. Relatively little, how- 
ever, is known of the actual ef- 
fects of this beverage. 

While the quality of the coffee— 
its aroma, taste, etc.—depends 
upon the essential oils contained in 
the coffee bean, the physiological 
effect ofthe beverage is mainly due 
to the drug caffeine. 

Caffeine is a mild stimulant, af- 
fecting the heart and the blood ves- 
sels. It also apparently stimulates 
metabolism. 

When taken in excess coffee may 
produce sleeplessness, nervous ir- 
ritability, headache, palpitation of 
the heart, nausea and even vomit- 
ing. 

Some are able to consume it in 
large quantities and show no effect 
at all. 
to it. 

Caffeine is useful in the condi- 
tion known as collapse, when it 
helps to raise blood pressure. 

The medicinal dose of caffeine is 


average cup of coffee containg from 
one and a half to three grains of 
caffeine. 

There is current a widespread ob- 
jection to the ube of coffee by chil- 
dren. In the main this objection 
is warrantel, but its reasons are 
not fully appreciated.

The jury in 
his first trial was deadlocked, seven 
for acquittal to five for conviction, 
and was discharged by Circuit 
Jud earcy at 5:32 p. m, yester- 
day after having been out 24% 
hours. ‘ 
Circuit Attorney Miller told re- 
porters thig morning that he would 
ask Judge Pearcy to set Richards’ 
case down for a second trial at the 
earliest date allowed by the present 
status of the court’s docket. He de- 


clined to discuss the failure of the 
jury to arrive at a verdict. ' ‘ 
No Change on 25 Ballots. 
The vote of the jury, the fore- 
man told, Judge Pearcy, stood at 7 
to 6, without change from the 
third ballot, which was taken 22% 
hout# before the jurors wefe final- 
ly from service. Members 
of the panel told. reporters. they 
had agreed not to discuss details of 
thetr deliberation. | 
However, two jurors, who de- 
clinea to permit use of eir 
names, told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day that the jury stood 8 tc 4 for 
acquittal on the first ballot, 6 to-6 
on the second ballot, and 7 to 5 for 
acquittal on the remaining 25 bal- 


The discussion of the jurors, it 
was learned, was continuous and, 
for the most part,’heated, during 
the 14 or 15 hours devoted to ac- 
tual deliberation. Jurors told re- 
porters there were only a few brief 
lulls in thé discussion, and that it 
continued unabated until five min- 
utes before they were finally sum- 
moned to court and discharged. 

Judge Calls in the Jury. 

After the jury had been at its 
deliberations for more than 23 
hours Judge Pearcy summoned it 
before him. at 4:10 p. m. and asked 
the foreman, Henry H. Hetzel: 

“Have you gentlemen agreed on 
a verdict?” 

“We have not,” Hetzel replied. 

“In your opinion, do you think 
you will be able to reach a ver- 
dict?” 

“I do not.” 

“Now,” the Court continued, “do 
not te]] me * ow, or for what, you 
stand, but simply your numerical 
division.” 

“We stand 7 to 5. and have ever 
since the third baljot, which was. 
takew at 7 o'clock last night,”

Judge Pearcy then pointed out 


that the trial had been long, that}- 


great expense and effort had-heen 
put into it by both State and de- 
fense, and instructed the jury to 
retire for further balloting. with 
the promise that it would be dis- 

O charge “in an hour or two” if no 
verdict was reached. 

Shortly before 6:30 o'clock the 
jury was summoned to the court- 
room again. Foreman Hetzel arose 
as the Court asked “How does it 
stand now?” “The same way, your 
Honor,” he replied. 

“You think there is no chance to 
come to an agreement?” “None, 
your Honor.”
